Conflict Over Zionism 
Still Rages In Italy

ROME—The Executive of the! 
Union of Jewish Communities re- 
signed last week in a controversy 
between Zionist and non-Zionist 
members sharpened by recent Fas- | 
cist attacks on the Jewish home- 
movement. 

An Italian Government commis- | 
sioner was to be appointed to ad-| 
minister the affairs pending liqui- | 
daton of the crisis, it was an-| 
nounced. 

Divergencies . between Zionists 
and non-Zionists became acute af- 
ter a section of the Fascist press 
and certain Fascist leaders had 
charged that Zionism was an un- 
patriotic movement since it includ- 
ed Jews in many countries and 
since it depended on Great Britain, 
mandatory power in Palestine. 

Considerable attention was at- 
tracted by a book, “The Jews of 
Italy,” by Parliament Deputy 
Paolo Orano, a prominent Fascist, 
which declared that “it is impos- 
sible to be good Italians and Zion- 
ists at the same time.” 

Charges that Jews cannot be 
good Italian patriots if they are 
Zionists were disputed by the Jew- 
ish paper “Israel,” by Florence. 
Discussing Orano’s book, the pap- 
er pointed out that the adherence 
of Jews to Zionism has been open 
and has had the approval of the 
authorities. The authorities, it de- 
clared, have been convinced that 
Zionism represents not only a Jew- 
ish humanitarian cause but also an 
Italian one. 

Meanwhile, the Rome newspaper 
11 Tevtre continued its anti-Sem- 
itic pronouncements with the as- 
sertion that in a who’s who of con- 
temporary Italians the relative 
percentage of prominent Jews is 
sixteen times higher than Christ- 
ians. The paper declared it is 





“high time to remind Italy of ra- 
cial values.”

Harvard Gold To 
Goettingen Fete

NEW YORK—America’s great 
universities disapprove of the Hit- 
ler regime in Germany and there- 
fore will not send special delegates 
to the bicentenary celebration of 
Goettingen University in Germany, 
according to announcements made 
this week. 

Yale, Harvard and Princeton 
Universities decided on this action, 
each tackling the problem individ- 
ually, Meanwhile, at Columbia Un- 
iversity, a number of leading pro- 
fessors petitioned President Nich- 
olas Murray Butler to reject the 
invitation also, 

At New Haven, Secretary Carl 

Lohman of Yale said that school 
would send a brief message “in 
recognition of the great tradition 
of Goettingen and of the associa- 
tions which have existed between 
| the two universities.” He said no 
| Yale delegate would be sent. 
An editorial in the Yale Daily 
|News had urged that rejection of 
| the invitation by Yale “would cer- 
'tainly establish a beneficial ex- 
‘ample to those American univer- 
sitids that are still debating their 
course, and for Yale it would do 
much to reaffirm our belief in free 
thought.” 

President Harold W. Dodds of 
Princeton said that university was 
sending no official delegation, but 
had forwarded to the rector of 
Gottingen a formal greeting in 
|Latin. Princeton’s decision, the 
| announcement said, was reached a 
number of weeks ago, but its re- 
| lease withheld pending preparation 
of the greeting “to convey Prince- 
ton’s esteem of Goettingen’s dis- 
tinguished past and our hopes for 
the future.” 

An official announcement at 
Cambridge said Harvard sstill dis- 
approves of the Hitler regime and 
will not send a special delegate, 
but if any senior member of Har- 
vard’s faculty happens to be in 
Germany about June 30, he may 
| be designated as the Harvard dele- 
gate. 

Seven professors signed the pe- 
tition presented to Dr, Butler 
urging that Columbia reject the 
Goettingen invitation. The Univer- 
| sity of Pennsylvania later in the 
| week rejected the Nazi invitation.

An unusual economic distribu- 
tion of wealth of Cincinnati Jewry, Rabbi Hel- 
ler said, left the Jewish community comparatively 
untouched by the depression) and made possible 
its remarkable per capita contribution to local 
and national drives. 

But unfortunately for Rabbi Heller’s modesty, 
Cincinnati Jewry is not only outstanding for its 
charity, but is famous for its great Jewish lead- 
ers, its great Jewish center of learning, and its 
great communal men. Like Rabbi Heller, whose 
accomplishments run from rabbinical excellence 
to musical preeminence (Rabbi Heller is a noted 
composer, artist, player and commentator) Cin- 
cinnati has pre-empted leadership in the field of 
charity, for one, in the field of learning, for two, 
in the field of Jewish unity, for three, and in 
the field of upstanding and noble civic leaders, 
for four, 

Where else can you find so magnificient a

Christian Adopts Y oung German Jew

\ CHRISTIAN has made it possible for a 
live with him and study for the rabbinate. 


Alan Coatsworth, the first person in Toronto 
to take a refugee from Naziland into his home, 
is adopting the Jewish youth and will furnish 
the means to make him a spiritual leader of To- 
ronto Jewry. 


The story of the benefactor, who has taken 
an interest in Jewish youths for many years— 
even to leading a Jewish boys’ club called the 
Maccabees'—is told by Rabbi Maurice N. Eisen- 
drath in the Canadian Jewish Review, who first 
had to break down Mr. Coatsworth’s resistance 
to making public the sstory. 


Mr, Coatsworth gave in, Rabbi Hisendrath re- 
lates, only when convinced his example might 
open another household to a refugee—for whose 
maintainance the Council of Jewish Women is 
willing to pay. 


Mr. Coatsworth approached Rabbi Eisendrath, 
the rabbi relates, fearing that his plan to adopt 
a refugee might not be feasible or that his mo- 
tives be suspected. Rabbi Eisendrath, who was 
going to Germany, promised to see Chief Rabbi 
Leo Baeck to find out what could be done. Mr. 


Coatsworth asked that a boy be chosen who had 
the craving to be a rabbi. 

“To find just that individual has taken much 
time,” Rabbi Eisendrath says. ‘Technicalities, 
both here and abroad; anxieties on the part of 


parents and friends had to be allayed—but at 
last a youth whose record, whose personal testi- 
mony and whost photograph constrained both Mr. 
Coatsworth and ourselves to exclaim: “If we had 
searchtd the whole wide world who apparently 
fulfills so completely our every desire.’ And soon 
young Klaus Goldschlag will be setting sail for 
Canada to enter the loving and hospitable home 
of Mr. Alan Coatsworth. After several years’ 
prtparation, at the personal expensce of his fos- 
ter-father-ito-be, he will be enrolled at the Hebrew 
Union College, where he will become equipptd 
to ministr, we trust, in our own city of Toronto. 


The other youth who needs a home is Walter 
Sachs, who was suggested to Mr. Coatsworth af- 
ter Goldschlag had been chosen. In finally grant- 
ing permission for publication of the account of 
the first adoption, Mr. Coatswohth wrote to Rabbi 
Eisedrath that this “might create for Walttr 
Sachs and other Jewish children in Germany a 
similar opportunity to rebuild in Canada their 
shattered hopes.” 


Students Studied 


Social and religious organiza- 
tion is urgently needed for Jewish 
undergraduates in America, ac- 
cording to an article by Dr. Lee 
J. Levinger in the May issue of 
the B’nai B’rith Magazine. 

Dr. Levinger is director of the 
B'nai Brith Hillel Foundation Re- 
search Bureau, which recently 
completed a study of all phases of 
the Jewish situation in America. 
The survey covered 1,319 univer- 
sities and colleges, with a total 
enrollment of 1,150,000 students, 
of whom 105,000 were found to be 
Jews. 


The figures show that Jewish 
students are concentrated in the 
larger institutions; 94,000 of them 
are in 113 schools, each of which 
has 100 or more. The remaining 
11,000 Jewish students are spread 
through 729 colleges. Of this 11,- 
000, some 7,500 attend 149 institu- 
tions, in groups of from 25 to 100 
in each; the other 3,500 are in 580 
schools in groups of less than 25 
each. There are 477 colleges which 
have no Jewish students at all. 


Dr. Levinger found that there 
are 594 chapters of local and na- 
tional] social and professional Jew- 
ish fraternities and sororities, in 
155 colleges, which serve approx- 
imately 18,000 of the 105,000 Jew- 
ish students. In general, however, 
these social organizations are con- 
centrated in the large universities 
located in typical small college 
towns, while colleges in the me- 
tropolitan centers, despite their 
large Jewish populations, are of- 
ten without sufficient social organ- 
izations for Jews. 


“Religious and cultural organi- 
zations for Jewish students,” Dr. 
Levinger writes, “do not exist in 
sufficient number. There are just 
58 religious and cultural groups, 
32 student congregations, and 23 
local student clubs, or 113 alto- 
gether. These 11% organizations 
are located in only 65 colleges out 
of the 262 which have 25 Jewish 
students or more, or in only one 
college out of four.” 


There is a particular lack of re- 
ligious and cultural Jewish org- 
anizations in schools which have 
from 25 to 500 Jewish students. 
Altogether, fully 10,000 Jewish 
students in such schools have no 
Jewish opportunities while pursu- 
ing their education away from 
home, acording to Dr. Levinger. 27 
colleges reported definitely that 
they have no Jewish organization 
of any kind, either religious, cul- 
tural, or social. From 20 to 25 
per cent of all the colleges which 
have 25 Jewish students or more 
do not have any Jewish service of 
any kind, religious or social. 


Small Jewish student bodies in 
small universities scattered 
throughout the country are very 
difficult to reach for social, relig- 
ious, or cultural work, according 
to Dr. Levinger, 


“But they include 7,500 of our 
people, the flower of American 
Jewry,” he writes, “and once 
reached, they should richly repay 
the effort. American Jewry needs 
its intelligent, trained young peo- 
ple. We cannot afford to neglect 
them for four long years of col- 
lege life, and then assume that 
they will be loyal or intelligent 
Jews at the end of their course.

stone and named the place Beth 
Hi, the House of God. 

“And this stone, which I have| 
set up for a pillar, shall be God’s 
House,” he concluded. 

His first vow became a reality. | 
Years later, upon construction of | 
the first Temple, this very -rock, 
now became a holy object, was tak- 
en into the building and used as 
one of the principal altar pieces. 

In the year 586 B. C. Nebuch-| 
adnezzar swept down upon the 
Temple like a wolf on the fold, and 
the holy structure was burned. | 
Precious ceremonial objects are | 
said to have been rescued, how- 
ever, by the prophet Jeremiah, 
and among the relics was Jacob’s 
Stone. 

* 

Numerous volumes have been 
written dialectically to prove that 
at this point Jeremiah, seeking a 
‘ safe refuge for his precious rel- 
ics, left Palestine and sailed for | 
the “Island of the West.” Irish 
legend here picks up the story. 
The fleeing prophet was wrecked 
upon the coast of Spain and his} 
treasure seized. He effected an 
escape, however, and still clinging 
to the somewhat heavy rock land- 
ed on the shores of Ireland. 

Irish history reveals the exis- 
tence at just this timt of a great 
leader, Ollam-Fola, and historians 
have identified him with the pro- 
phet Jeremiah. His name is de- 
rived from the Hebrew Olam,

meaningworld, and the _ Coltic 
Fola, meaning Revealer, or 
“World-Revealer.” This man 


brought to Erin the stone upon 
which for years afterwards the 
Kings of Ireland were crowned. 

The royal precicnt of the an- 
cient Irish kingdom was Tara- 
whence the Irish derive their 
“harp that once through Tara’s 
halls.” It has been suggested that 
Tara is derived from the Hebrew 
Torah, and that the harp spoken 
of is really the Harp of David 
which also found a place in Jer- 
eriah’s bag. 

Be that as it may, from here 
records begin to multiply. The 
stone is given a definite name. 
Lia-Fail, an dunder this name it 
appears frequently in Gaelic his- 
tory. Lia, in Celtic means prec- 
jous, and Fail has been traced to 
the Hebrew Peleh, meaning wond- | 
er. Thus the “Precious Wonder” 
of Jerusalem acclimated itself to 
Irish soil. 

In the ensuing years the stone 
travelled again. It went from Aara 
to Dunstaffnage, and thence to 
Scone, in Scotland, in 843.  Ed- 
ward 1 put Scotland under his 
thumb in 1296, broke the great 
seal of Scotland, brought away the 
Scottish crown and sceptre, and | 
carried off the old stone which 
“was placed in Westminister Ab- | 
bey, where you may see it now,” | 
as Charles Dickens stated.

What is the stone like? One 
witness describes it as “somewhat 
of the shape of a not-very-large | 
writing desk.” The king does not 
actually sit upon it, for it rests | 
beneath the seat of the hrone. 

A Professor Ramsey described | 
it thus: “Of a dull reddish or pur- | 
plish sandstone, with a few small 
embedded pebbles, one of which is 
of quartz, and two others of a dark 
material which may be Lydian 
stone.
